FOR the past four decades the Har¬ 
low Star has been telling the stories 
of those who have one to tell. 

It's hard to imagine the town with¬ 
out its printed paper, but for now it's 
time to say goodbye to our loyal 
readers from the last 39 years. 

While the office may have moved 
and faces changed, behind it all 
remains a team committed to deliv¬ 
ering the stories that matter most to 
the people of Harlow. 

And since the 1980s the Harlow 
Star has been there every step of the 
way. 

From covering the likes of the 
town's rapid development, out¬ 
standing school achievements, peti¬ 
tions, council meetings - the Harlow 
Star has been the eyes and ears of 
the community for almost 40 years. 

Our biggest stories have seen the 
community rally when they needed 
to most, namely, the death of Arka- 
diusz Jozwik, a Polish national 
known as Arek, who died after sus¬ 
taining a brain injury and fractured 
skull following a single punch. 

In light of the tragedy, hundreds 
gathered for a vigil in memory of 
him and a large-scale artwork was 
produced in response to celebrate 
the town's diversity.

BUT UNION ARGUES THAT SCORES WERE ' FLAWED '

A SCHOOL in Harlow has been 
named as not meeting the 'floor 
standard' set by the Govern¬ 
ment for pupil progress. 

Passmores Academy received 
a -0.59 progress score, which is 
said to be 'well below average.' 

The Progress 8 score was 
introduced in 2016 and is said to 
show the progress made by stu¬ 
dents at the school from the end 
of primary to the end of key 
stage four, compared to the pro¬ 
gress of other pupils nationally. 

Passmores Academy's nega¬ 
tive score doesn't mean that the 
pupils made no progress, but 
that they made 'less progress! 

However the validity of the 
floor standards has been called 
into question. 

The National Education 
Union has argued that the 
scores were "flawed” and "arbi¬ 
trary" 

A spokesperson said: "The 
floor standards are predicted on 
the belief that rates of improve¬ 
ment will rise year on year on a 
continuous basis and that 
by rigorously challenging 
schools where this is not the 
case, such a rate of improve¬ 


ment can be sustained. 

"Yet academic progress is not 
uniform and linear and cohorts 
of children can vary considera¬ 
bly in terms of ability, disposi¬ 
tion and prior attainment." 

They added that floor stand¬ 
ards assume most children can 
achieve the "average" but 
argued that for some achieving 
below the floor target in core 
subjects is still a big achieve¬ 
ment. 

The department of Education 
has announced it will be launch¬ 
ing a consultation into the floor 
standard to see whether it 
should be replaced with Ofsted's 
'requires improvement' judge¬ 
ment. 

In its latest Ofsted inspection 
in May 2018, Passmore Acad¬ 
emy received a 'good' rating in 
all areas, including quality of 
teaching, learning and assess¬ 
ment, personal development 
and outcome for pupils. 

Additionally statistics released 
by the government show that 96 
per cent of pupils last year either 
stayed in education or entered 
employment, higher than the 
national average of 94 per cent. 

In an open letter, Passmore 
Academy's principal, Vic Godd¬ 
ard said: "I am sure some of you 


will have seen the list of school 
performance figures released 
yesterday by the government 
using a figure called Progress 8 
(P8). 

"The 'floor target' figure that is 
mentioned is a figure arbitrarily 
decided on by the government 
and it has no other meaning 
apart from just being a number 
they've decided to use to judge 
the success of a wide range of 
school intakes with one identi¬ 
cal measure. 

"The government would like 
all schools to study from a set list 
of certain "approved" subjects, 
normally called the English Bac¬ 
calaureate (EBacc). 

"The subjects and examina¬ 
tions approved count in the Pro¬ 
gress 8 figure but a range of oth¬ 
ers exist that do not, in science 
for instance. 

"At Passmores we have always 
stated that we will continue to 
offer qualifications that best 
enable our young people to 
move on successfully when they 
leave us at 16, irrespective of 
whether they count in govern¬ 
ment figures or not. 

"We are very successful in 
doing that. 

"Other figures released along¬ 
side the Progress 8 data were for 


those 'staying in education or 
entering employment' when 
they leave their Year 11 provi¬ 
sion. 

"The national average for this 
has been 94 per cent for a num¬ 
ber of years but at Passmores 
this figure is 96 per cent this year 
and was 98 per cent last year. 

"The matching of meaningful 
option choices to students' 
hopes and dreams is a decision 
that we have made to best sup¬ 
port our young people. 

"It is one that works for them 
and (sadly) against our school in 
league tables such as this; these 
challenging subjects, completed 
successfully and perfect for the 
students in question, having 
been deemed as less worthy by 
policy-makers, with their own 
ideas of what a curriculum 
should resemble. 

"We are a school that prides 
itself on putting the needs of our 
students first and we will con¬ 
tinue to do so. 

"We do not pick the students 
that we want to come to Pass- 
mores and we welcome every¬ 
one; we will remain inclusive 
and seek to match their educa¬ 
tional journeys to the lives that 
they would like to live. We offer 
no apology for that."

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SCHOOL IS SET TO TAKE L 
120 YEAR 7 STUDENTS AS 
FIRST PHASE IN AUTUMN

PLANS for a new secondary school 
in Harlow, which is thought to be the 
solution to the shortage of places for 
children, have been revealed. 

Sir Frederick Gibberd College will 
welcome a cohort of 120 Year 7 stu¬ 
dents in time for the start of next 
academic year this September as the 
first phase of opening. 

It will be run by Burnt Mill 
Academy Trust (BMAT) 
and the first students 
will be taught in a 
fully functioning 
temporary build¬ 
ing next to Burnt 
Mill Academy on 
First Avenue. 

It will eventually 
be home to 1,200 
pupils aged 11 to 16, 
with 500 sixth-form 
places. 

This is while the Depart¬ 
ment for Education builds the 
school's permanent new home in 
Tendring Road on the site of the for¬ 
mer Passmore School which relo¬ 
cated to Tracyes Road in September 
2011. 

Sir Frederick Gibberd College will 
be the latest school in BMAT's multi¬ 
academy trust, joining ten others 
across North and West Essex and 
London. 

It is hoped teaching at the new 
college will be moved to the Ten¬ 
dring Road premises the following 
year as it is due to be completed in 
October 2020. 

There, the school will offer an aca¬ 
demic sixth form for students hop¬ 
ing to go to university. 

Plans have now been announced

They involve the demolition of all 
the derelict buildings, to clear the 
site, and the construction of a 1,700 
place school building over three sto¬ 
reys, a new sports block, an all- 


weather floodlit hockey pitch, a 
multi use games area, football and 
rugby pitches and playing fields. 

The main school building will pro¬ 
vide modern classroom spaces to 
support delivery of a high standard 
of education, a school hall, dining 


hall, drama studio and sixth form 
teaching areas. The sports block will 
include a four-court sports hall, two 
activity studios and changing facili¬ 
ties. 

A consultation period is under 
way and the proposals will be going 


on display at a public exhibition on 
Monday, February 11, between 4pm 
and 7pm. 

The local community are invited 
to attend and speak to a member of 
the development team to share their 
views.

younger people in the town to do 
something to create a new, excit¬ 
ing live music scene in Harlow" he 
said. 

"It would be tragic for The 
Square to end up as something 
that only exists in memories of the 
'good old days' of Harlow." 

Since its closure in 2017, other 
local venues including Phoenix 
Live, The Herald and The Shark 
pubs and the rugby club have 
played host to a number of local 
bands. 

But nothing has quite filled the 
void as Adam explains. 

"What is missing from the town, 
though, is the central hub The 
Square provided. 

"People would go to The Square 
sometimes regardless of the bands 
playing, it was a place to hangout 
with like-minded people and it 
was also where musicians went." 

Originally open in the 1960s, 
The Square became the bedrock 
of any up-and-coming band or 
artist to kick-start their careers. 

It provided a sanctuary for local 
musicians and revellers in Harlow 
as well as other areas, pulling in 
unexpected stars from around the 
globe. 

Coldplay performed on stage in 
2000, showcasing tracks from their 
debut album Parachutes, which 
included songs Yellow and Shiver. 

Going back further, a young 
band who went by the name of 
Seymour were hosted by The 
Square in the late 1980s - they 
would later achieve fame and for¬ 
tune as Britpop sensation Blur. 

The club was renowned for 
being a place to start your career 
at, and go onto bigger stages, 
sometimes around the world. 

The threat of development 
loomed large over the site in the 
last decade and The Square was 
forced to close in January 2017. 

But news of the reunion is sure 
to be welcomed by Harlow's resi¬ 
dents and musicians from the 
town and beyond.

A HISTORIC music venue in Har¬ 
low which hosted Coldplay, Blur 
and Muse is having a reunion 
party this summer. 

The Square, on Fourth Avenue, 
was pulled down in March 2018 in 
preparation for new housing. 

But just under a year on from 
that sad day, and two years on this 
week since its final gig, there are 
still no homes built on the site. 

The iconic club was a popular 
place for up and coming bands to 
perform - Blur performed there 
when they were known as Sey¬ 
mour in the late 80s. 

It was also a great place for 
comedians to take to the stage, 
including Eddie Izzard and South¬ 
end-born Phil Jupitus. 

So what better way to give it the 
send-off it deserves than a sum¬ 
mer party to pay tribute to all of 


the memories it has created over 
the years. 

Dubbed The Square's Summer 
Reunion, the event will be hosted 
at Harlow Rugby Club on Satur¬ 
day, July 27. 

Headline acts have been 
approached but their names are 
yet to be announced. 

It is understood the event will 
host acts who have played there 
before, as well as bands who 
would have done so had The 
Square still been around, captur¬ 
ing the ethos of it in one big sum¬ 
mer celebration.

POLICE WERE TAUNTED BY 
30-YEAR-OLD ON THE RUN

A CRIMINAL who fled to Dubai on 
the first day of his trial and taunted 
police with images of his lavish life¬ 
style has been jailed after being 
extradited back to the UK. 

Adam Ali, 30, was arrested and 
charged on fanuary 11, 2017 after 
officers had attended his address on 
the outskirts of Harlow in relation to 
allegations of dangerous driving. 

During a search of his house, 
ammunition was also discovered 
and Ali was given bail to return to 
court later that month. 

However on the first day of his 
trial, Ali, of High Road, Thornwood, 
fled to Dubai. He was found guilty of 
possession of ammunition and dan¬ 
gerous driving in his absence and 
was sentenced to three years in 
prison at Southwark Crown Court 
on October 5. 

Officers found that Ali was living 
in Dubai, where he appeared to lead 
a lavish and luxurious lifestyle. 

Showing little remorse for his 
actions, Ali taunted police through 


his Instagram feed, regularly 
uploading images of himself in clubs 
and driving sports cars. 

In September, police were alerted 
by information on this account that 
Ali had been to the USA. An investi¬ 
gation deemed that he made the trip 
under an alias, Adam Khalifa. 

Through the joint collaboration of 
Dubai Police, Dubai Public Prosecu¬ 
tors, Interpol, the National Crime 
Agency and the Met, Ali was identi¬ 
fied coming back into the UAE and 
was arrested at the airport by UAE 
authorities on November 20,2018. 

Met officers travelled to Dubai on 
fanuary 13 and Ali was extradited 
from the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) to the UK on fanuary 16. 

Ali was held in a west London 
police station and appeared at 
Southwark Crown Court on Tues¬ 
day, fanuary 22. 

For fleeing while on bail and fail¬ 
ing to surrender, Ali received an 


additional sentence of ten months 
which will be served consecutively. 

Detective Sergeant Andy Swind¬ 
ells of the Westminster Crime Squad, 
said: "It is satisfying to know that Ali 
is now where he belongs and will 
rightly serve time in prison for his 
crimes. 

"A lot of time and police work has 
gone into securing this result and I 
would like to thank the NCA and our 
international colleagues who were 
integral to this success." 

Ian Cruxton, head of International 
Operations at the NCA, said: "Ali fled 
justice to live a lavish lifestyle some¬ 
where he thought his crimes 
wouldn't catch up with him. 

"Our international partners - 
especially the Dubai Police and 
prosecutors - were crucial in helping 
to catch and return him. 

"It doesn't matter where fugitives 
run to, we will do everything possi¬ 
ble to find them."

TEENAGER 
IS JAILED 
FOR PAIR OF 
SEX ATTACKS

A TEENAGER who carried out a sex¬ 
ual assault and beat two women has 
been jailed for six years. 

Anas Baig, 19, of The Hides, Har¬ 
low, was arrested after an investiga¬ 
tion Bedfordshire Police's Emerald 
team, which specialises in cases of 
rape and serious sexual assault 

In December he pleaded guilty to 
one count of attempted rape, one 
count of assault by beating, and one 
count of assault by beating with 
intent to commit a sexual offence 
after the incident in Luton. 

On Friday July 27 at around 


1.35am, Baig followed an 18-year-old 
woman as she was walking home 
from a night out in the town with 
friends, before approaching her from 
behind and sexually assaulting her. 

At that point, the victim's mobile 
phone rang, disrupting Baig, and she 
was able to get away. 

Approximately half an hour later, 
another woman, in her early 20s, was 
walking along Alma Street when Baig 
approached her, offered her money 
for sex and attempted to sexually 
assault her. 

Fortunately a group of men passing 
by were able to intercept and Baig ran 
off. Officers investigating the two 
incidents saw Baig captured on

CCTV, following his victims in the 
area before each incident. 

In the case of his second victim, he 
was seen to be following her for a 
period of up to 20 minutes. 

Detective Inspector Lorraine 
Coombes said: "These were disturb¬ 
ing attacks, where the offender tar¬ 
geted lone women walking at night, 
following them before assaulting 
them. Officers led a successful man¬ 
hunt to locate Baig, managing this 
case from the outset, to a swift con¬ 
clusion, with dedication and a keen¬ 
ness to see this offender appre¬ 
hended before he could continue. 

"I strongly believe, had he not been 
caught, Baig would have continued 
in his attempts to rape a 
woman." 

Detective Constable 
Nicky Robinson added: 
"We are committed to 
bringing dangerous, sex¬ 
ually motivated offend¬ 
ers to justice, and to 
keeping Bedfordshire 
safe from such preda¬ 
tors." 

In summing up, Judge 
Andrew Bright, referring 
to Baig as a "dangerous 
offender" said: "What 
they experienced surely 
must be every woman's 
worst nightmare. I'm in 
no doubt you were 
attempting to force a 
woman to have sex, 
regardless of whether she 
consented or not. 

"I am very worried that 
you are still trying to jus¬ 
tify your actions. You dis¬ 
play worrying beliefs 
concerning females and 
consent issues. Until 
those issues are tackled, 
you pose a serious risk of 
sexual assault to females." 

He was sentenced at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Tuesday to six years for 
attempted rape of his first 
victim, with a further four 
months for the assault by 
beating. 

He received 20 months 
for assault by beating of 
his second victim, to run 
concurrently with the 
four months handed 
down for assault of the 
first victim. 

He must serve at least 
two thirds of that sen¬ 
tence and will be on 
licence for four years 
once he leaves prison. A 
restraining order has also 
been put in place in rela¬ 
tion to both victims.

Pupils told to remain positive 


INSPIRATIONAL TALK FROM 
BLIND FORMER TEACHER ■

PRIMARY school children in Har¬ 
low were inspired to face challenges 
head-on by a former teacher who 
lost his sight to a brain tumour. 

fames Shone spoke to students at 
Cooks Spinney Primary Academy 
about how his life was turned upside 
down. 

Mr Shone had been a teacher for 
16 years when, in 2012, he was pre¬ 
paring to take on his first headship. 

However during a routine eye 
check, as part of his medical 
assessment, it was discov¬ 
ered he had a large 
brain tumour. 

After 27 hours of 
brain surgery and 
80 days in hospi¬ 
tal unable to eat, 
drink or talk, the 
father-of-four 
was left with no 
sight in one eye 
and only ten per 
cent in the other. 

He now works as a 


motivational speaker and is behind 
the charity I Can & I Am which 
works to inspire confidence in peo¬ 
ple. 

He told the pupils: "In 2012,1 had 
it all. Everything was as good as it 
could be. In 2013, I found myself 
with no job, no house and no sight. 

"We have good bits and challeng¬ 
ing bits of life. That's life. 

When the bad bits come, do 
they break us or make us?" 
Mr Shone told the 
children that there 
are three rules to 
follow in hard 
times. These are 
to look up, look 
forward and 
think of other 
people. 

He said: "Keep 
looking forward 
because that is where 
the hopes and possibili¬ 


ties and opportunities are. 

"They are in front of us; do not 
look back. The past we can learn 
from, it is a great teacher, but not a 
great master, fust think 'can I learn 
from it?' and keep moving forward. 

"Sometimes you might wake in a 
right grump. Do things for other 
people, that's a brilliant thing and is 
where you find your purpose in life. 

"The alternative option is to look 
down, look back and look in." 

Mr Shone still has 50 per cent of 
his brain tumour. 

He told the pupils how he left hos¬ 
pital unable to walk, but was able to 
row the whole length of the River 
Thames two years ago with a posi¬ 
tive mindset. 

He said: "We are the CEOs of our 
own lives. Our attitude says 'I can' or 
'I can't! One of the most valuable 
things you can do is to be thankful 
for what you do have and what you 
can do."

Proactive approach is 
needed by the council 

IT comes as no surprise to The 
Harlow Alliance Party (HAP) to hear 
of Tarina Coble's experience with 
Harlow Council when reporting 
concerns about trees close to their 
home. 

A Freedom of Information 
Request made by HAP to Harlow 
Council last year revealed that there 
is no specific budget for the 
maintenance and removal of trees 
and that there is no programme of 
tree inspection to ensure that any 
deemed a potential danger to

residents or their homes are 
identified before a tree actually falls 
or causes damage. 

The council simple reacts to an 
issue once it happens rather than 
being proactive before problems 
occur. 

There are many instances around 
Harlow where in the 1950s to 1970s 
trees were planted close to homes 
which should be removed. HAP 
believe that Harlow Council should 
take a leaf out of what the council 
did in Epping a few years ago, when 
it removed hundreds of such trees 
but had a programme to replace 
every one with a tree in a location 
where it would not cause problems 
once it had fully grown. 

Deaths have occurred as a result 
of falling trees in other parts of the 
country which has led to more and 
more councils inspecting their trees 
and then carrying out a planned 
maintenance programme. 

HAP has taken this matter up with 
Harlow Council, their response 
shows a complete disregard to 
residents concerns and safety. 

Residents who contact Harlow 
Council about their concerns 
should put this in writing and 
ensure they receive a written reply 
about what action if any the Council 
will take. 

In the event of a tree falling 
causing damage, this evidence 
should accompany any claim to the 
Council or insurance company.

I am determined to work out a 
plan of action to ensure that we have 
a publication back up and running 
in Harlow and am working with 
individuals in our community to 
make this happen. 

I am fully aware of the financial 
pressures of sustaining a printed 
newspaper, but I have written to the 
Media Secretary, feremy Wright MP, 
to find out about funding opportuni¬ 
ties, and remain confident that we 
have some incredible creative talent 
in Harlow to take on the challenge. 

In other news, fanuary is an excit¬ 
ing time for the Princess Alexandra 
NHS Hospital in Harlow, which will 
see the visit of the Health Secretary, 
Matt Hancock MP, in the next few 
days, after I urged him to come and 
visit, during a debate in Parliament.

IT'S been another busy month for 
the Community Policing Team in 
Harlow. 

Student officers on attachment to 
the team have been out providing 
visible patrols in the town centre, 
during which they have seized three 
knives that were hidden, these are 
being examined to establish if they 
are connected to any crime. 

In response to complaints regard¬ 
ing nuisance motorbikes we seized 
two bikes in the Willowfield area 
both believed to have been stolen, 
again these will be subject of foren¬ 
sic examination. 

We receive a high number of com¬ 
plaints regarding nuisance motor¬ 
bikes causing a danger on roads and 
footpaths. 

We have already given out warn¬ 
ing notices to owners/riders which 
gives us the power to seize bikes 
should they be used in an anti-social 
manner, if you see bikes being rid¬ 
den inappropriately please pass us 
details of any index number, descrip¬ 
tion of bike or rider or the address 
where the bike is kept and we will 
take action. 

A warrant was executed at an 
address in Dadswood Harlow and a 
quantity of drugs and ammunition 


for a handgun was seized, two 
females were arrested at the address 
and charged with various offences, 
they have been remanded into cus¬ 
tody pending a court hearing and 
evicted from the address. 

If you have any information you 


wish to pass to police you can do so 
anonymously via Crime Stoppers on 
crimestoppers-uk.org or telephone 
0800 555111 

Unfortunately there have been 
further distraction burglaries each 
time two suspects have entered the 


houses stating they were present to 
carry out work on behalf of another 
agency, one person engages the 
home owner in conversation whilst 
the other steals property from the 
address. 

Always be cautious if you are not 


expecting anyone to call - you do 
not have to answer the door, always 
check ID, and say no to cold callers - 
if you have any doubt whatsoever do 
not let people into your home. 

Sadly it is often the elderly and 
vulnerable who are targeted in this 
type of offence, please talk about this 
type of offence with your family and 
friends and advise them to be on 
guard if anyone unexpected calls at 
their address. If you have concerns 
please call the police. 

We have increased our patrols in 
Harlow in response to an increase in 
anti-social behaviour and crime 
connected to the night time econ¬ 
omy which has seen a reduction in 
calls. 

There is a community meeting 
taking place on Thursday, February 
28 at 7pm at St fohns Arts and recre¬ 
ation Centre, Old Harlow for resi¬ 
dents to discuss any concerns with 
officers from the Community Polic¬ 
ing team.

With Brexit dominating the political 
agenda, what other issues need to be 
addressed urgently in 2019?

THE morning after the "B" vote and we still 
do not seem to have moved much further 
forward on one of the most important 
decisions this country has been faced with. 

However, today's question relates to all 
the news events that have either been 
placed on the inside page or not reported at 
all. 

Fortunately the "Beast from the East" 
has not yet put in an appearance which 
must be a relief to our hospitals who, I am 
sure, are still running at more than capacity 
and looking to weather reports to see if the 
system will collapse if adverse conditions 
take hold. 

I am sure that if there were more drop-in 
clinics such as at Harold Wood many of the 
minor cases could be dealt with locally and 
reduce the strain on our critical A & E 
departments. Similarly if doctors' practices 
were funded to provide a triage service for 
minor injuries hospitals would be able to 
concentrate on the more seriously ill 
patients. 

Still on health issues we are constantly 
reminded of the increase in demand for 
mental health issues, especially for the 
young and adolescent groups. It is therefore 
surprising and difficult to believe the the 
"Mind" operation in Brentwood is closing 
due to lack of funding. With the NHS 
withdrawing its grant five years ago the 
service has continued with self-funding and 
donations which have now been exhausted. 



The result is that four trained staff and a 
raft of volunteers are now redundant and 
those seeking assistance now have to travel 
to Basildon, Thurrock and Harlow to take 
their turn waiting for a consultation. 

Transport is my final subject. Commuters 
are forced to pay for a poor service in 
rolling stock that is well past its sell-by 
date. Crossrail is late in completion and 
probably well over budget and HS1 and 2 
are cutting swathes through the Green Belt 
to provide a service that knocks minutes off 
a very expensive journey. 

Mrs May, whilst you have been 
negotiating "B" there are many matters 
festering behind the headlines ready to bite.

CLEARLY there are a number of huge 
issues, which due to the Government's 
obsession with Brexit, have been sidelined. 
Some of the largest of these include the 
lack of policing and the lack of government 
funding for education and the NHS. On a 
more local level the issues that people 
speak to me the most about when I am out 
canvassing are the dreaded potholes, not to 
mention proposed cuts to library services. 

However, the single biggest issue facing 
this country is the lack of housing. This is 
having a knock-on effect on all aspects of 
people's lives. The lack of truly affordable 
housing is forcing people into a broken 
private rental cycle with rip off rents and 
inadequate living conditions. This, along 
with the Government's disastrous rollout of 
Universal Credit, is one of the leading 
causes of homelessness and the use of food 
banks. Inadequate living conditions will 
ultimately lead to ill health and add an 
increased burden on the NHS. 

Although I recognise that the last Labour 
government did not do enough to tackle the 
housing shortage this was an issue that was 
caused initially by Thatcher's right-to-buy 
scheme. Selling off council house stock on 
the cheap to get votes might have worked 
in the short term but for the next 
generation trying to get on the housing 
ladder it's an absolute disaster. I am 
pleased to see that across the country 
Labour-led local councils are doing what 



they can to build more council houses, 
despite the Tory and Tory/Lib Dem coalition 
governments making it more difficult for 
them to do so, and I know that the next 
Labour government will have a radical 
solution to the housing shortage, not just 
building the high quality council homes we 
so desperately need but also helping those 
people who have a history of homelessness 
to get somewhere they can call home.

Brexit won't allow us to build more 
affordable houses, more costly materials, 
but fewer plumbers and plasterers will 
make houses more expensive to build. 



Brexit won't tackle climate change, we 
need to work with other countries to do 
that. 

Pollution doesn't respect borders. 

Brexit isn't the magic answer to solving 
our problems, far from it. 

Instead, it will only add to our woes 
and we will be talking about it for 
generations. 

It's time that we recognised Brexit as the 
white elephant that it is, cancelled it, 
consigned it to history and got on with 
fixing the country.

The next five years will see the number of 
children living in poverty soar to a 
staggering 5.2 million. 

As Universal Credit "two child limit" tax 
credits and child benefit freezes set in, the 



institute for Fiscal Studies predicts the next 
five years will see the number of children 
living in poverty soar to 37 per cent. 

As Conservative cuts set in, all the 
progress made over the past 20 years will 
be more than reversed. 

As Brexit distracts us, this is no time to 
look away and forget these avoidable 
tragedies.

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GREEN BOOK (12A)

I NSPIRED by a real-life friendship, 
Green Book is a life-affirming comedy 
drama which follows the tyre prints of 
Driving Miss Daisy to spark mutual 
appreciation between a chauffeur and 
his back-seat employer. 

In the case of Peter Farrelly's charming 
picture, the lead characters - an Italian- 
American bouncer and a black pianist - 
stand on opposite sides of a racial divide at a 
time when American motels and restau¬ 
rants could segregate or exclude clientele 
based on the colour of their skin. 

The script co-written by Farrelly, Nick 
Vallelonga and Brian Currie fine-tunes con¬ 
flict between the two men during an eight- 
week pre-Christmas concert tour, which 
screeches from the bright lights of New York 
City to the Mississippi Delta. 

Viggo Mortensen gained 45lbs to con¬ 
vincingly portray his brutish family man, 
who happily devours a bucket of fried 
chicken behind the wheel of a rented Cadil¬ 
lac, tossing gnawed bones out of the driver's 
window. 

Oscar-winning co-star Mahershala Ali 
walks a tightrope of repressed emotions as 
his mannered musician tentatively rewrites 
the soundtrack to a conflicted life. 

Both actors are handsomely cast, expos¬ 
ing chinks in their characters' brittle armour 
as they confront insecurities far from home. 

Frank "Tony Lip" Vallelonga (Mortensen) 
is a bouncer at the Copacabana nightclub 
on East 60th Street in 1962 New York City. 

Charming in a rough-hewn manner when 
he needs to be, Tony isn't afraid to use his 
fists to silence fiery-tempered patrons. 


Each night, Tony returns to a one-bed- 
room apartment, where he snuggles with 
adoring wife Dolores (Linda Cardellini) and 
their two children, Nick and Frankie. 

During the winter, the club is closed for 
renovations ahead of the arrival of Sammy 
Davis fr, so Frank accepts an offer from 
refined pianist Don Shirley (Ali) to chauf¬ 
feur him on an eight-week tour that will take 
in Kentucky, North Carolina and Tennessee. 

Don will be accompanied at these con¬ 
certs by cellist Oleg Malakhov (Dimiter 
Marinov) and double bassist George Dyer 
(Mike Hatton). 

"You going through the Deep South ... 
there's gonna be problems," Tony tells his 
beautifully tailored employer. 

Tony and Don initially clash but as the 


tour gathers momentum, they learn valua¬ 
ble life lessons from each other. 

"You don't win with violence, Tony," the 
pianist admonishes his hulking protector. 
"You win when you maintain your dignity." 

Green Book makes exceedingly light work 
of a 130-minute running time, deftly jug¬ 
gling heart-tugging drama and culture- 
clash comedy. 

Mortensen and Ali are a delightful dou¬ 
ble-act and Cardellini offers compelling 
support as the proud spouse, who makes 
her embarrassed husband promise to "write 
me a letter every chance you get" 

He obliges and Farrelly's picture pens its 
own love letter to the endurance of the 
embattled human spirit that we savour with 
tears of contentment in our eyes.

How To Train Your Dragon: The Hidden World (PG) 
★★★★★ 

THE third time's a bittersweet, crowd-pleasing 
charm for the computer-animated adventures 
based on the books penned by Cressida Cowell. 

Directed at a brisk pace by Dean DeBlois, How To 
Train Your Dragon: The Hidden World soars in the 
slipstream of earlier films, which tenderly sketched 
the friendship between a Viking boy called Hiccup 
(voiced by Jay Baruchel) and a Night Fury dragon 
christened Toothless. 

That unshakeable bond between man and beast 
is tested to (heart)breaking point in DeBlois' script, 
which recycles themes of selflessness and devotion 
to their natural conclusion without sacrificing the 
tenderness, raw emotion or uproarious humour 
which have become the series' trademarks. 

Admittedly, there are scorch marks of deja vu on 
a plot that pits Hiccup and his Viking brethren 
against a sadistic villain, who has hunted Night 
Furies - the alphas of the dragon world - to the 
brink of extinction. 


However, if this is the final time Hiccup and co 
take flight, it is a sweetly satisfying and soaring 
swansong. 



Can You Ever Forgive Me? (15) ★★★★★ 

BASED on the book by Lee Israel, Can You Ever 
Forgive Me? is a comedy drama set in early 1990s 
New York City about one enterprising forger 
(Melissa McCarthy), who dug herself out of a deep 
financial hole by inventing correspondence from 
Noel Coward, Dorothy Parker and Tennessee 
Williams. 

Director Marielle Heller's picture dramatises the 
criminal enterprise with warmth and wit, based on 
a script co-written by Nicole Holofcener and Jeff 
Whitty which provides Oscar-nominated leads with 
a feast of glittering one-liners. 

McCarthy milks sympathy for her self-absorbed 
misanthrope, who boasts, "I can't get caught. Fools 
get caught'', thereby ensuring her downfall when 
the FBI rumbles her scam. 

Richard E Grant harks back to his glory days in 
Withnail & I to portray a foul-mouthed gay lush, 
who lives from day to day on charm and street 
smarts, and acts as a fence for the letters. 

In scenes of verbal sparring, the actors light up 
the screen. 
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Hurghada has a population of around 80,000 
and the average temperature in August is 30°C 


I COUNT eight excursion boats 
huddled together in the crystal 
clear waters off Giftun Island, 
passengers offloading from 
small-engined transfer boats 
onto the picture postcard white 
sandy beach like an army of ants 
marching into new territory. 

The island, divided into three 
sections - Paradise, Giftun and 
Mahmya - is a well-trodden stop-off 
for craft on the Red Sea tourist trail of 
Hurghada, Egypt, and initially I'm 
sceptical of its claims of great 
snorkelling on the coral reef within 
swimming distance, simply because 
of the weight of visible human traffic. 

Yet, just a short walk from the 
drop-off point, I am away from the 
crowds and immersed in an unex¬ 
pected underwater delight of marine 
life, looking down on a profusion of 
colourful fish you'd be pleased to see 
on a less commercial dive. 

Chunky pink and blue parrotfish, 
so close you can hear their teeth 
gnawing the rock below as they 
forage, share space with black and 
white striped damselfish, acid-yellow 
butterfly fish and cleverly 
camouflaged lizardfish lurking on the 
hard marine landscape. 

Donning goggles and snorkels, my 
whole family - even my daughter, 
Grace, 18, who hates putting her face 
underwater - delight in the spectacle 
below. 

While much of the coral close to 
the shore has been damaged by 
tourists and bleaching 
(although scientists have 
found that the coral in the 
Red Sea is among the 
most temperature- 
resistant in the world), 
there is still enough to 
attract schools of 
colourful fish. 

The plethora of 
excursion boats is just 
one sign that British 
tourists are returning to 
Egypt after a seven-year 
hiatus which began with the 2011 
revolution and subsequent political 
unrest. While flights to Sharm el 
Sheikh are still banned from the UK, 
the Egyptian Tourist Authority is 
focusing on attracting holidaymakers 
to Hurghada, across the bay. 

For winter sun, it's on a par 
price-wise with Tenerife and is a 
cheaper alternative to long-haul 
destinations such as the Caribbean 
or Dubai. The introduction of e-visas 
to Egypt have also quickened what 
used to be quite a laborious process 
at the airport. 


Its winter weather is sub-tropical 
and it has much less rain than the 
Canaries - only 2.36 inches of it a year 
- and offers amazing diving, fishing 
and marine pursuits, as well as 
different desert activities. 

Hurghada started life as a fishing 
village but since 1980 has expanded 
massively into a major tourist centre, 
complete with an endless stretch of 
all-inclusive beach resorts and ornate 
hotels, offering an array of pampering 
within their ochre and terracotta- 
painted walls and mock minaret and 
mosque architecture. 

We're staying in Thomas Cook's 
own-brand SENTIDO Mamlouk 
Palace Resort on that Red Sea 
Riviera stretch, a marble- 
encrusted, air-conditioned 
all-inclusive beachfront 
hotspot. 

From its colossal 
pools and private 
beach, to its eclectic mix 
of a la carte restaurants, 
an entertainment 
programme including 
beach volleyball, football 
and use of an aqua park at 
its adjoining sister hotel, it's 
complete with everything you need for 
a family fly-and-flop break. 

Here, you can dine on Arabic and 
Egyptian specialities of baba ganoush, 
falafel, mashed fava beans, lamb lcofta 
and kebabs, mouthwatering tagines 
filled with okra and tomatoes and 
other authentic delights, although 
there's also plenty for the more finicky, 
perhaps younger, diner too. 

During the day, beach devotees take 
leisurely rides on exotic-looking 
camels, whose saddles and bridles are 
adorned with multi-coloured tassels. 

In the evening tourists are invited into 


dimly-lit awnings to sit bare-foot and 
smoke shisha, offered in a variety of 
flavours. 

Realistically, it's too far to go to 
Luxor or Cairo from Hurghada for 
the day - it's a four-hour drive to 
Luxor and seven hours to Cairo - but 
the resort is ideal for people who 
want to experience a little Egyptian 
ambience, without venturing too far 
from the lap of luxury. 

The other main draw is its people. 
The Egyptians have had years of 
turmoil and they genuinely want 
holidaymakers to enjoy their stay 
and see the best of their country. It's 
a sentiment echoed by many of the 
guests I speak to at the hotel. 

But to get some notion of real life 
here, we venture into downtown 
Hurghada, an area known as El 
Dahar, where we find a hubbub of 
activity, with vendors selling local 
crafts, including papyrus, shisha 
pipes and gold. 

The busiest area is Sakkala, which 
is awash with shops and bazaars 
selling a mish-mash of goods, from 
fake Chanel handbags to Arabic 
sweets and mobile phones. It's here 
you can haggle, bagging a bargain 
for half of the original asking price if 
you're canny. 

In less frenetic outlets, shopkeep¬ 
ers will invite you to smell the 
fragrance of their calming, health¬ 
giving dried teas, the most famous 
of which is hibiscus, or gently 
encourage you to buy a small bag 
of aromatic spice. 

We take a stroll along the 
promenade of the modern marina 
lined with restaurants and bars, 
their walls painted in soft palettes 
of terracotta and mustard, pastel 
yellow, green and blue cushions

covering luxurious outdoor sofas. Yet 
even in this upmarket location, you 
can get a beer for around £1.50, 
while a seafood platter will only set 
you back about £12. 

Like many visitors, I'm also here 
for the diving. Tourists come to this 
Red Sea resort for the scuba 
experience, although real 
aficionados will go a bit further down 
the coast to Marsa Alam, to swim 
with the pods of spinner dolphins 
and admire the hammerhead sharks, 
lumbering dugongs and giant sea 
turtles which occupy these waters. 

My 19-year-old son, Will, and I - 
the only members of my family who 
dive - visit Malcadi Bay, just outside 
Hurghada, where age is no barrier to 
the sheer joy we both feel at the sight 
of parrotfish, snapper and other 
brightiy coloured marine life amid 
the impressive coral network. 

The state of the coral, in shades of 
blue, purple, raspberry pink and 
burnt orange, is impressive despite 
some damage. While so much of the 
world's coral has been bleached, 
research suggests that coral in the

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Brian's life of touring 
is conning to an end

SIXTIES star Brian Poole will never forget 
the time his band, The Tremeloes, knocked 
The Beatles off the No 1 spot in the charts. 

The Fab Four were out of town at the time, 
but Barking-born Brian and his bandmates 
were in fohn, Paul, George and Ringo's back 
yard in Liverpool! 

It was October 1963, teenagers from Bark¬ 
ing to Birkenhead and beyond were discov¬ 
ering this new type of music played by 
blokes with guitars and unruly haircuts and 
Brian Poole and The Tremeloes' Do You 
Love Me replaced The Beatles She Loves 
You at the top of what we used to call the hit 
parade. 

"That was one of the luckiest three days of 
my life and the Tremeloes' lives," recalled 
Brian, now nearly 78 and amazingly still 
rocking. 

"We used to play in Liverpool along with 
Gerry and the Pacemakers, a 
band called the Big Three, the 
Swinging Blue leans and bands 
like that. We were invited up 
there to play one time for three 
days and we knew our record 
was creeping up the charts but 
we didn't know The Beatles were 
No 1. 

"The Beatles weren't in Liver¬ 
pool at the time - I think they 
were in Germany - but we were. 

In those days you got a notifica¬ 
tion if you'd got a telegram and 
someone said to us that we'd got 
one and we had to go to the Post 
Office to pick it up. 

"So I went to get it and it read 'well done 
lads, you've just sold over a million and 
something records! We never thought we 
would sell six! Really. That's true, we didn't 
think we were a big record-selling band. 

"So suddenly we got this telegram and we 
just jumped with joy. The Post Office was 
near, or maybe in, Lime Street station. 

"We walked into the station and there 
were these great big headlines in the Liver¬ 
pool paper, the Echo I think, saying 'Beatles 
knocked off top by London band' with a 
story all about it. We bought about ten 
papers each! It was a great time. 

"The people of Liverpool, as usual with 
us, were really fantastic." 

There was something of a perceived Lon¬ 
don v Liverpool rivalry in pop music at the 
time, with bands from the capital and sur¬ 
rounding areas such as The Tremeloes and 
the Rolling Stones vying with Merseyside 
acts including The Beatles, Gerry and the 
Pacemakers, Cilia Black and Frankie 
Vaughan to be top dogs. 

"It was in really good heart though," said 
Brian. "The press were as they always were 
in those days, but it was a bit of banter. All of 


us gave plenty of ban¬ 
ter but it was nothing nasty because we all 
had a great respect for each other. 

"All of us toured together before we had a 
hit record. We knew The Beatles before we 
had hits, we were often around together, 
although we didn't see too much of them 
afterwards. 

"I've got some lovely pictures. We were on 
at the Albert Hall together one time and all 
of The Beatles walked out together just by 
the cafe while The Tremeloes were just 
going across the road for a pint. The photo is 
of me walking up to them saying 'are you 
coming for a pint?"' 

Aversion of The Isley Brothers' Twist and 
Shout (most famously covered by The Bea¬ 
tles), Candy Man and Someone, Someone 
also took Brian and the band into the charts, 
but he left in the late 1960s forge a solo 
career. The Tremeloes - despite initially 
calling it a day - have continued in some 
form or another and Brian himself has 
remained active too. 

He comes to Southend's Cliffs Pavilion 
later this year as part of the Solid Silver 60s 
Show, also featuring Peter Noone of Her¬ 
man's Hermits, Dave Berry and Vanity Fare. 

But, says Brian, this is his farewell tour. 
He's retiring from life on the road at the end 


of tour that takes in over 30 dates - no mean 
feat when you think that the headline 
names on this celebrated trip down Mem¬ 
ory Lane have already blown out 70 candles 
on a birthday cake. 

It's rather fitting that he should bow out in 
the company of his old pals Noone, whose 
band's hits included I'm Into Something 
Good and My Sentimental Friend, and 
Berry, who is best known for The Crying 
Game and Memphis, Tennessee. 

"Peter Noone and Herman's Hermits 
were on one of our very first tours with The 
Tremeloes," he recalled. "That was his first 
tour, and Dave Berry was on all the tours 
with us. 

"The one thing there's going to be, and 
that's for certain, is a lot of messing about. I 
know we're old guys now but every time I've 
toured, there's been really good stuff going 
on and it's been a good laugh. 

"But this is my last tour ever. I'm 77 now 
and I've loved doing the odd festival here 
and there, where you get to see everybody, 
but I'm looking forward to not touring any 
more. 

"I'm on the road for two or three months 
at a time. At this age I think, have I got to do 
it like this? Well, not really. I've enjoyed 
touring but I don't want to go out on a 
sickie."

LISA SALMON talks to an expert to outline 
the most important things that expectant 
working women and new mums need to know 


W HEN working women 
find out they're 
pregnant, their thoughts 
will normally centre on 
their growing baby, 
rather than their rights at work. But 
as the pregnancy progresses, or 
soon after the baby's born, those 
rights may become a crucial issue. 

Joeli Brearley, founder of support 
group Pregnant Then Screwed 
(pregnantthenscrewed.com) says 
she wants to help pregnant women 
and new mothers who have 
problems at work. 

Mum of two Joeli, 39, points out 
that 54,000 women a year in the UK 
are pushed out of their job for 
"daring to procreate" and 77% of 
mums encounter discrimination in 
the workplace. "When women 
know their legal rights, and have the 
confidence to stand up to 
employers who are treating them 
unfairly, it’s much more likely the 
discrimination will stop," she says. 

Here are her top 10 maternity 
rights. 

1 AUTOMATIC YEAR OFF 

YOUR employer should assume 
you'll be taking 52 weeks' leave if 
you don't tell them otherwise. But if 
you planned to take a full year off 
but decide to go back earlier, just 
give eight weeks' notice of when 
you want to return. 


2 TIME OFF FOR ANTENATAL 
APPOINTMENTS 

IF you need to go to an antenatal 
appointment during work time, you 
have the legal right to do so - you 
don't need to take leave or try to 
squeeze the appointments in on 
your days off. It should include the 
time needed to travel to the clinic or 
GP, without loss of pay. And Joeli 
stresses: "Don't forget, you don't 
always have to attend appointments 
alone - fathers and partners are 
also entitled to time off for up to 
two antenatal appointments." 


3 MATERNITY LEAVE REDUNDANCY 

IF you're made redundant 
during maternity leave, you have 
the right to be offered a suitable 
alternative vacancy (if one exists) 
before it's offered to another 
employee. 

"You don't have to go in to your 
workplace for an interview or 
assessment procedures for any 
suitable vacancy if you're on 
maternity leave. 

Joeli advises women to speak to 
HR and be clear on their rights, and 
adds: "If they continue to mess you 
about, you may have a case."

YOU'RE STILL AN EMPLOYEE 

YOUR company must treat you 
as an employee when you're on 
maternity leave, so they mustn't 



discriminate against you by failing 
to consider you for promotions or a 
pay rise. Plus, you will accrue your 
holiday entidement while on 
maternity leave, and you can use it 
as you wish. Some tag it on to the 
end of their maternity leave, and 
others use the days to help stagger 
their return to work. 

KEEPING IN TOUCH DAYS 

YOU can do up to 10 keeping in 
touch days, which help parents stay 
in the loop at work. You're not 
legally obliged to attend and your 
employer isn't legally obliged to 
offer them, but you can request to 
be paid for them if you decide that 
they're the way to go. 

TELLING YOUR BOSS 

YOU can tell your boss your 
news when you feel it's right for you 
- although waiting for your first 
scan is advisable, says Joeli. Don't 


put it off too long though - you 
should tell your employer you're 
pregnant by the 15th week before 
your due date. 

RISK ASSESSMENT 

ALL employers should carry out 
a workplace risk assessment. "As a 
pregnant employee or a returning 
mum, you aren't an inconvenience 
and your workplace needs to be a 
safe place for you and your baby," 
Joeli stresses. If you're pregnant, 
have given birth in the last six 
months or are breastfeeding, your 
employer should make sure your 
working conditions won't put your 
health or your baby's health at risk. 

Employers should do all that's 
reasonable to remove or reduce any 
risks. If you're returning to work 
and are breastfeeding, you should 
write to your employer to let them 
know before your first day back. 
Joeli says: "Make sure you're

FONDLY, I remember Victoria's 
anger when Emma's first word 
was 'dada'.

Possibly, the greatest 
advantage of the twins' ability 
to talk is that it's given Victoria 
and I another form of 
communication. 

For example, Victoria might 
say to me 'have you changed 
Thomas' nappy?' and I'll 
confidently reply 'yes'. 

Moments later, I'll hear her 
saying in a hushed yet still 
audible voice 'did Daddy change 
your nappy?'. 

Obviously, the effect of this is 
twofold. Firstly, it implies my 
word is not always to be trusted 
and secondly, it keeps me toeing 
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listened to, and provided with a suitable 
place to breastfeed or express. Note to 
employers - that is not the toilet." 

8 DISCRIMINATION FROM THE START 

YOU can claim discrimination and 
automatic unfair dismissal on the 
grounds of pregnancy and maternity 
leave from day one of your employment. 

If you've been sacked, made 
redundant, are being harassed, or are 
overlooked for promotion or other 
opportunities because of your 
pregnancy or maternity leave, you may 
have a legal case. Joeli says: "Don't feel 
like you're on your own and don't think 
this is your fault. It's not. Thousands of 
women have been in your shoes." 

9 RETURNING TO YOUR JOB 

IF you go back to work within 26 
weeks, you have the right to return to 
exactly the same job, contractual terms 
and salary as before. If you return after 
26 weeks but before 52 weeks, you have 


the same entitlement unless your 
employer can prove it wasn't practicable 
to give you your job back. Your 
employer must offer you an alternative 
on the same salary and terms. If you're 
given a different job on return from 
maternity leave, or are offered different 
shift patterns, you should seek legal 
advice if you're unhappy. 


FUNDING MATERNITY LEAVE 

STATUTORY Maternity Pay (SMP) 
is paid for 39 weeks of maternity leave, 
and to be eligible you must have worked 
for your employer continuously for at 
least 26 weeks, into the 'qualifying week' 
- the 15th week before the expected 
week of childbirth. You can get SMP 
even if you don't plan to go back to 
work, or if you're dismissed or made 
redundant after the 26th week of 
pregnancy. If you're not entitled to SMP, 
you may get Maternity Allowance, for 
example, if you're self-employed or if 
you started a new job while pregnant.

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How a touch of 
surrealism can 
transform homes 

Bicycles in the bathroom, fish in the sink and a collection of bowler hats hanging 
from your ceiling. Absolutely anything's possible, says LUKE RIX-STANDING 


T ired of tables with four 

legs, porcelain sinks, and 
rooms that stay the same 
colour when you turn the 
lights off? No, we didn't 
think you would be - but 
hear us out. 

These surrealist home 
improvements will make you question all 
you thought you knew about your living 
room and, perhaps, your reality. 

The Collins Dictionary describes 
surrealism as: "A style in which ideas, 
images and objects are combined in a 
strange way, like in a dream." We're not 
going to stick to this too rigidly here (full 
disclosure: We just want to show you stuff 
that's cool and weird), but it's worth 
keeping in mind nonetheless. It worked 
pretty well for Spanish artist Salvador Dali; 
it may do the same for your kitchen. 

You probably won't want to seriously 


consider full-blown surrealistic style for 
your next decor update, but these out- 
there looks and quirky designs might 
inspire a few new touches... 

AN ARTISTIC TRADITION 

Surrealism is steeped in avant-garde 
aesthetics, so the designs themselves fit 
well into a modern interior. A quick Google 
search yields Rene Magritte-themed 
cushions, Salvador Dali curtains, and mugs 
adorned with the works of Max Ernst. 

More overtly domestic are the 
sculptures, and replicas of Salvador Dali's 
iconic 'lips sofa' (it's exactly what it sounds 
like) are as comfy as they are mind- 
bending. 

Surrealism has its own category in print 
shops and poster websites, so any bare 
stretch of wall can be easily filled with 
melting clocks, abstract collages and 
contortionist portraiture. 



NOT AS THEY SEEM 

SURREALISM often 
sets up an apparent 
contrast between what 
something appears to 
be, and what it actually 
is (see Dali's aptly- 
named 'Lobster 
Telephone'), and Red 
Candy's quirky furniture 
store (redcandy.co.uk) is 
filled with bits and bobs 
that are not quite what 
they seem. 

Their best designs are 
laced with irony: A jar in 
the shape a giant tooth, 
which, when de-lidded, 
reveals a cavity to be 
filled with sweets or 


cookies, or a giant pencil 
sharpener hollowed 
to make a pen pot. Other 
highlights include a 
stone camera whose 
long lens functions as a 
vase, and a laboratory 
flask whose warm glow 
emits from test tube¬ 
shaped light bulb. 

But our favourite 
accoutrement is the 
Giant Champagne Cork 
Stool (£150), a slam 
dunk party piece sure to 
impress even your most 
humourless guests. 

If those are the corks, 
what fun could be had 
with the bottles. 



FURNITURE OF THE ABSURD 

Surrealism can be a purely aesthetic 
experience, and the best designs play tricks 
on the eyes as well as the mind. Think optical 
illusions or portraits that look different from 
different angles: Anything offbeat enough to 
elicit a double take from an unsuspecting 
guest. 

The designs of Jake Phipps (jakephipps. 
com) are yet more inscrutable. An attractive 
glass-topped table rests not on four legs but a 
single undulating loop that twists and turns in 
on itself, like a snake that's bitten its own tail. 

The Lost at Sea Side Table comes encrusted 
with golden barnacles, as though newly 
salvaged from the ocean floor. For lighting, 
bowler hats hang from the ceiling 
masquerading as lampshades, a warm glow 
pouring from beneath their brims. 

But most mind-bending of all is his aptly 
named Salvador Mirror. The frame literally 
peels back from the mirror's surface to reveal 
its contents - in this case, you.

A WARPED REALITY 

So much for surrealist decor - for 
those willing to make more structural 
alterations, a brave new world of 
eccentric design awaits. 

Fake windows are now all the rage, 
thanks in part to the proliferation of 
basement flats beneath bustling cities, 
but also because their LED displays 
can use realistic natural light to reflect 
the time of day and show ultra-HD 
'views' from soaring peaks to plunging 
valleys. 

Hungarian artist Bogi Fabian 
(bogifabian.com) travels the world 
painting unique murals on clients' 
walls, with a special land of 
fluorescent paint that can only be 
viewed in the dark. Wait 'til sundown, 
snuff out the lamps and enter a dream 
world. 

For daytime designs, Zurleys 
(zurleys.co.uk) offers matching sets of 
reflective furniture to create your very 
own bedroom of mirrors. And for 
furnishings that seem to have dropped 
straight from the walls of Tate Modern, 
direct your attention to Dust Furniture 
(dustfurniture.com). 

All their units come with cartoonish 
colour schemes and stylised swirls 
and spikes - which in some cases, 
bring to mind the cubist 
contortionism of Pablo 
Picasso. Cupboards, 
wardrobes and shelves are 
precariously stacked atop 
one another, like a circus 
balancing act.

I T'S good to see that some car 
makers have at least snubbed the 
recent ill-informed criticism of 
diesel engined cars to keep 
producing them because they 
now have cleaner emissions and are 
far less harmful to the environment 
than ever before. 

Adding to the opposition to the 
current trend of family cars being 
mini SUVs it's also good to see some 
car makers still in favour of the 
traditional four-door saloons and 
five-door hatchbacks. 

Here Honda leads the way with 
their current and 10th generation 
Civic which has both saloon and 
hatchbacks on offer but also diesel 
power in the shape of a 1.6-litre 
118bhp turbodiesel and, for the first 
time for the Japanese car maker, a 
fully fledged automatic gearbox in an 
oil burner. 

Honda has invested a great deal of 
money in recent times to make their 
diesel engines cleaner and more 
efficient and they are clearly not 
going to waste all that cash just 
because some polarised critical views 
on diesel car engine by certain 
politicians and the like has tried to 
lure motorists away from buying 
them. 

This latest l,597cc four-cylinder 
turbodiesel in the Civic saloon has a 
low C02 emissions of only 109g/km 
and on test proved the point that for 
those particular high mileage drivers 
it's exceptionally good value for the 
money returning 60.8mpg and with 


the nine-speed automatic gearbox on 
board. 

This automatic gearbox is probably 
the best of its kind in any current 
family hatchback/saloon with such a 
smooth and efficient gearshift (there 
are paddles mounted behind the 
steering wheel for those who prefer 
to make manual gearchanges) and its 
auto up and down gearchange is 
quick and seamless. 

Obviously the auto box really 
comes into its own for both long 
distant cruising and also for com¬ 


muting through heavy, stop/start city 
traffic making life so much more 
relaxing for the driver - you can keep 
the revs low too which again 
enhances the driving experience. 

Honda engineers say the improved 
1.6-litre turbodiesel engine benefits 
from having new pistons and Nox 
storage converter which helped to 
reduce emission and inside the cabin 
has cut noise and vibration. 

Certainly it's a quiet four-door 
diesel saloon with tweaks to the 
suspension now making a better all 


round ride, easily coping with many 
of our bumpy and uneven road 
surfaces, helped also by the now 
lower centre of gravity on the Civic 
which in turn makes it a more stable 
car out on the road. 

Inside there's not too many 
changes from the previous model 
with an efficient seven-inch infotain¬ 
ment screen set up, really comfort¬ 
able good lumbar supporting seats 
whilst obviously in the rear seats 
being a saloon there is slightly more 
head and leg room over the hatch¬ 


back. 

Typically Honda too is that it has 
loads of accident avoidance technol¬ 
ogy on board, such as forward 
collision warning, lane departure 
warning, adaptive cruise control and 
much more. 

There are three trim levels with the 
Civic diesel automatic starting with 
the SE at £21,915 on the road, moving 
up to the SR at £23,760 and then then 
EX (tested here) at £26,620. 

Naturally the same manual diesel 
trio are slightiy cheaper as are the 
petrol powered Civics but the 
automatics will particularly appeal to 
those drivers clocking up the miles 
every week. 

Opting for the EX as tested here 
and then obviously there's more 
standard kit on board such as heated 
front seats, leather trimmed interior 
(exceptionally good quality), 
blindsport detector, headlights with 
washers, heated rear seats and cross 
traffic monitor. 

This latest Civic model has already 
received wide praise for not only it's 
improved looks and better furnished 
cabin but for its cleaner and more 
efficient petrol and diesel engines. 

SUVs may be all the rage at present 
but there's clearly still a sizeable 
proportion of drivers out there who 
still prefer the traditional qualities of 
a saloon or hatcback. 

The automatic diesel is the obvious 
choice for those drivers covering 
many more miles than perhaps the 
average family driver does each week 
and it's a good, all round package for 
those who make that choice.

On sale now, the hot Fastback 
comes with all the fun and thrills of 
the i30 N hatchback but in a body- 
style that adds class and practicality. 

At £29,995 it is also high on value 
and costs just £500 more than the 
hatch equivalent. 

Performance is just the same at 6.1 
seconds 0 to 60 with a top speed of 
155mph and the Fastback is rated at 
34mpg under the new WLTP fuel test¬ 
ing regime. Emissions are 188g/km. 

In the real world that figure is 
attainable but give the car some 
beans and its thirst increases 
significandy. 

On mountain roads at the car’s 
launch in Gran Canaria we saw an 
average of just 20 to the gallon while 
on the track consumption rose to 
single figures with the Fastback N 
showing just 9mpg on its trip 
computer. 

But that's what happens when you 
let loose all the 275ps available from 
the 2.0-litre turbocharged engine that 
is tuned to perform in the most 
dramatic fashion. 

Engage N mode - one of five drive 
settings available - and the i30 
Fastback transforms from a potent 
everyday car into one of the finest 
performance models on the market. 

It is more than a match for any hot 
Golf, Renault and even a Focus RS 
and the ride is as grippy as they 
come. 

Factor in practical features such as 


extra room in the rear and a 450 litre 
boot that can expand to 1,351 litres 
with the rear seats down and the 
Fastback N is in a class of its own. 

Boot space is down slightly on that 
of the regular i30 Fastback and that is 
due to a strengthening bar fitted at 
the back to increase torsional rigidity. 

Like the hot hatch the Fastback has 
been developed under the guidance 
of Hyundai's head of research and 
development Albert Biermann who 
joined the Korean car maker from 
BMW's fabled M division. 

The Fastback N is the fifth deriva¬ 
tive in the i30 range and like the 
others is built in Europe at Hyundai's 
factory in the Czech Republic. 


The performance model is more 
than three seconds faster under 
acceleration than the mainstream i30 
Fastback and the tweaks to the 
handling make it feel a totally 
different offering. 

Dressed with distinctive red 
highlights on the front and rear 
bumpers and an N badge on the 
grille it actually sits a fraction lower 
than the regular Fastback. 

It looks the part and the theme is 
continued inside with plenty of 
sporty features including a bespoke 
gear lever and an eight-inch touch¬ 
screen that can show a information 
ranging from navigation instructions 
to tyre pressures and even G force. 


For the enthusiast it is packed to 
the hilt with de rigueur hot car 
features such as coloured brake 
callipers, red highlights around the 
facia vents, a black gloss edged rear 
spoiler on the boot lip and a triangu¬ 
lar fog lamp in the centre of the rear 
diffuser between the exhaust pipes. 

The sound conveys everything 
about the car - even when idling 
- but press the N button on the 
steering wheel and the noise 
crescendos blipping and crackling 
away. 

But there is a serious side to the 
Fastback N with a slightly softer 
suspension than the performance 
hatch, a clever differential and torque 


vectoring control all designed to 
deliver. 

There is slingshot acceleration, 
great feel and precision from the 
steering and rev matching for 
accurate gear shifts making the 
Fastback N as much at home on the 
track as it is on the open road - the 
choice is down to the driver. 

The Fastback N is the only perfor¬ 
mance coupe in the medium car 
market at the moment and that puts 
it in a niche of its own but one in 
which it should find appeal. 

The hatchback model was voted 
best of its land in the UK Car of the 
Year Awards in 2018 and the Fastback 
delivers the same.
